ly since expected delays of the Russians in reachirig political 
decisions will be harmful to the policy represented by the SED. # 


Tremendous responsibilities will rest upon the SED during the 
next few months, Ulbricht continued, because the fight of the 
progressive world against reactionary capitalism is centering 
in Berlin. Whoever holds Berlin holds Germany, and whoever 
holds Germany holds Europe. A government established and func- 
tioning in any other city would not have the confiderce and 
support of the German people, and the SED must oppose attempts 
to locate an eastern zonal government elsewhere. A clear 
socialist policy, uprooting of all corrupt elements, and greatly 
increased propaganda must be the weapons of the SED in the 
struggle for Berlin; this struggle will eventually be decided, 
not by the war of nerves being waged by the occupying powers, 
but by the population at the polls. It is childish to believe 
that the western powers can be driven out of Berlin by neans 
of petty diplomatic chicanery. 
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
